Roper as the assailant, was found, after 
the shooting, hiding in the cellar of 3

After receiving emergency 
treatment he was locked in a cell to 
await application for a warrant.

Mayor Kiel, in an open letter written 
to the Post-Dispatch today at its re- 
quest, renewed his pledge to sign the 
Southern Traction repeal bill, which has 
been passed by the Municipal Assem- 
bly. 

The Mayor's statement follows the 
adopton yesterday by the Central Trades 
and Labor Union of a report by its 
Legislative Committee, in which it was 
said the announcemerft that the repeal 
bill would be signed Nov. 7, a day after 


the special bond election, was a “‘smooth 
attempt to win votes.’’ 

Mayor Kiel is restricted by provision 
of the new charter and cannot sign the 
bill, which will reach him late tomor- 
row night, within 10 days, or before 
Nov. 7. The charter provides for a 10- 
day period in which voters may file pe- 
titions for a referendum on every bill, 
except emergency measures. The repeal 
bilb is not one of those measures which 
the Assembly is authorized to make 
emergency legislation, and the delay 
in affixing the Mayor’s signature is 
therefore unavoidable. 

In his statement to the Post-Dispatch, 
Mayor Kiei says significantly, ‘‘no in- 
fluence in the world can prevent my 
signing it.’’ 

Charge Irritates Mayor. 

The Mayor was irritated at the charge 
that the bill was being held unsigned 
until the election was over as a polit- 
ical trick. “I would sign the bill the 
moment it reaches me,’ he said, “but 
my hands are tied by the new charter. 
I had thought of signing the bill when 
it is presented to me tomorrow night 
and then holding it 10 days before 
sending it to the City Register, but I 
am advised by the Law Department 
that this would invalidate the ordinance 
and would give:the company ground for 
claiming that the franchise had not been 
lawfully repealed. 

“I do not think there is any general 
doubt as to the fate of the Southern 
Traction franchise, since both branches 
of the Municipal Assembly have acted,” 
said the Mayor. “I am ready now, as 
I always have been, to answer for my 
part in the repealing of the 60-year 
grant, and voters may rest assured that 
the franchise has been done away with.”’ 

J. P. McDonough, chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, was asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter to ex- 
plain the section of his report which 
said the situation appeared like “a 
smooth method of getting votes” for 
the bond issue. 

“The Central Trades and Labor Union 
favored the repeal of the Reber ap- 
proach when Mayor Kiel was a candi- 
date for office, and he promised to re- 
peal the approach ordinance, but failed 
to keep his promise,’’ he said. “We can- 
not accept other promises without ques- 
tion under this record.”

GRAND JURY TAKES 
UP FEE CHARGES 
AGAINST LASHLY 


County Prosecuting Attorney 
Requested Action Following 
Attack by Newspaper. 


Charges that Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly of St. Louis County had ac- 
cepted fees to which he was not en- 
titled under the law, made by a Re- 
publican newspaper at Clayton, owned 
by Republican Boss Fred Essen, arc 
being investigated by the St. Louis 
County grand jury upon demand of 
Lashly. 

Lashly wrote a letter to Essen’s 
newspaper under, date of Oct. 17, 
charging that the newspaper had 
published untruthful statements 
about him, and closed by challenging 
the newspaper to lay any facts it 
possessed before the grand jury. In 
the next issue of the paper a state- 
ment was published that the challenge 
had been accepted, and that certain 
evidence had been transmitted to the 
grand jury. 

Essen’s paper has been making a 
bitter fight on Lashly, and Essen and 
his political followers are accused of 
havin supported another Democratic 
candidate in the primary to defeat 
Lashly for the nomination. 

The grand jury, upon inning 
the investigation today, a. Judge 
Wurdeman to appoint a special prose- 
cutor to aid it in looking into the 
facts. The application was made less 
than an hour after Judge Wurdeman 


had appeared before the grand jury 
in connection with the investigation. 


Lashly, at an informal conference with 
Judge Wurdeman, told the Judge,it had 
been the custom to appoint a special 
prosecutor only when an affidavit con- 
taining charges against the Prosecutor 
had been filed with the Court. Judge 
Wurdeman took the same view. He 
said he would continue consideration of 
the application until 9:3 a m. tomor- 
row, and would not appoint a special 
Prosecutor unless an affidavit against 
Lashly was filed by that time. 

It was alleged that Lashly accepted 
certain fees to which he was not en- 
titled. These were in cases where 
charges were nolle prossed, but a fee 
of $% was allowed+to Lashly for prose- 
cuting them. The Watchman Advocate 
had called attention to Lashly’s ac- 
ceptance of these fees, and he recently 
wrote a letter to the paper, demanding 
that it “put up, or shut up.” 

Lashly telé a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that when he first went into office he 
learned that Constables in justice courts 
were allowing to him a fee of % when 
cases were dismissed.

Germany Doesn’t Intend to 
Attack or Colonize Canada 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. —Although 
Germany contends that ‘Canada, by 
ending” troops against Germany, has 
violated the spirit of the Monroe doc- 
trine, Germany has fio intention of 
attacking Canada, nor attemptihg to 
colonize that dominion, according to 
a statement issued here today by the 
German embassy.

Fortified Armies in Middle Galicia 
Are Inactive,

LONDON, Oct. 2, 5:05 a. m—A dis- 


patch to Reuter’s Telegram Co. from 
Rotterdam gives the following official 
statement issued in Vienna: 

“A telegram dated Sunday noon from 
the northeastern theater of war, says 
strong Austrian forces have ,taken a 
position in a nearly uninterrupted line 
from the northern spurs of the Carpa- 
thian Mountains by way of Stry and 
Sambor, before the fortress of Przemysl, 
to the Polish part of the Vistula and to 
the district of Ploch, against the main 
army of the Russians, who have been 
reinforced by troops from the Caucasus, 
Siberia, and Turkestan. 

“The Austrian offensive across the 
Carpathians encountered strong hostile 
forces. 

‘In the middle of Galicia, where both 
armies occupy fortified positions, the 
battle is stagnant. 

“Northeast of Przemysl and on the 
lower San the Austrians have had sev- 
eral successes. 

“In Russian Poland strong forces are 
facing one another. Since yesterday 
there has been fighting north of the Vis- 
tula between Icangorod and Warsaw.” 


Cruwn Prince Said to Have Presided | 


When Advance Was Ordered. 

LONDON, Oct. 26.—According to the 
Stur’s Rome correspondent, the German 
Crown Prince presided over the the Aus- 
tro-German council of war, held Oct. 14, 
when the German advance on the Vis- 
tula was decided on, which has met 
with such a decisive defeat. 


An official statement isued at Vienna 
Friday said that Servian and Montene- 
grin forces, which had penetrated the 
Southeastern Bosnian frontier, were de- 
feated Oct. 22, after a battle of three 
days. 


Severe Austrian Attacks Drive Mon- 
tenegrin’s Back. 

NISH, Servia, Oct. 26.—The Servian

“On Oct. 19 a detachment of the enemy 
advanced from Modropolje, north of 
Kalinovik, Herzegovina, against the 
flank of the Montenegrin troops’ east 
positions at Kalinovik. A Montenegrin 
detachment from Borivatz, perceiving 
the enemy’s movement, attacked their 
flank and defeated them, capturing a 
mountain gun, nine caissons and a large 
number of rifles. : 

“On Oct. 21 a battle took place all 
along the Bosnian front, both Servians 
and; Montenhegrins taking part.

No Invasion of England. 

Nor does the mere possession of the 
ports by the Germans seem to carry 
with it any decisive advantage. Brit- 
ish apprehension would doubtless 
mount with Gefman progress on the 
coast. British cities might, conceiv- 
ably, have to meet Zeppelin raids. 
But until the allied forces in the 
west are crushed, and the British 
fleet disposed of, it is outside of the 
question to speculate on the invasion 
of England, 

On the other hand, even if the al- 
lies should press their operations 
successfully and drive the Germans 
from the West, there is every pres- 
ent prospect, that, now that Ant- 
werp has fallen and Ghent has been 
occupied, the Germans would be able 
to maintain themselves in a defens- 
ive position on the Scheldt, from 
Antwerp to Valenciennes, quite as 
successfully as they have done along 
the Aisne.

We shall have in 
France the situation which existed in 
Virginia when, after three years of 
war in which the victories and the 
offensive were steadily in the posses- 
sion of Lee, he was at last forced to 
stand defensively about Richmond. 

Always, in viewing the present 
war, it is necessary to recall first 
that the whole burden of German 
military teaching has been that the 
offensive was the only possible 
method of making war, and that 
German success in “the next war” 
would depend upon her ability to 
crush her several opponents before 
all of them had been able to take the 
field in full strength. 

Now, so far, this war has been 
fought on this principle. German 
teaching followed German tradition, 
and the drive at France through Bel- 
gium in August was the perfect ap- 
plication of all that German military 
writers have been expounding for a 
generation. 

Bear in mind, also, that from the 
General to the private, this same 
idea has been held—that, to win, 
Germany must promptly crush 
France, take Paris, hold the republic 
as hostage. Recall that, from Brus- 
sels to the gates of Paris, every 
whisper that came from German 
quarters revealed the supreme con- 
fidence, the universal belief that im- 
mediate success was in view. 

Had te Change Pian, 

But the Paris campaign ended on 
Sept. 7. In the next few days the 
German armies fell. back until they 
stood some 7 miles behind, their ear- 
lier positions. More 


j 


gan clearing out the northwest cor- 
ner of France. To meet their of 
fensive, German troops had to be 
withdrawn from Alsace, from Lor- 
raine, from the Aisne front, and car- 
ried to the rear and put in on the 
new front. 


For a whole month after the bat- 


tle of the Marne this process contin- 
ued. On the German side it was 
conducted with marvelous skill; 
every offensive thrust was met and 
beaten down. But when this had 
been done, it was impossible to take 
the offensive. From the Aisne to 
the Lys, the whole operation re- 
sembled that of two children build- 
ing at blocks—as fast as one put a 
new block on his tower, the other 
responded with a similar movement 

Finally, to escape the state of bal- 
ance, the Germans gathered up all 
available forces, seized Antwerp, 
beat down the Belgian nuisance 
which was holding army corps in 
check, and having freed these troops, 
undertook a final offensive in the ex- 
weme west. This was on Oct. 10. 
But on Oct. 2% they have not yet suc- 
ceeded in gaining ground of material 
value between Lille and the sea. 
After more than two weeks of des- 
perate battling, the lines keep on 
swaying as they did along the Aisne 
in September. 

Falled in Main Effort. 

Now, at the close of the third 
month of the war, Germany, by su- 
perior mobilization, better concentra- 
tion and, on the whole, better strate- 
ey, has succeeded in conquering Bel- 
gium, occupying a considerable re- 
gion in Northern France, pressing 
hard against the eastern barter 
forts along the Meuse. But, despite 
all the advantages superior re- 
sources and better preparation gave 
her, she has been unable to reach a 
vital point in the French defense, or 
to rout an allied army. 

All her thrusts, save only that in 
Flanders, have already been success- 
fully parried. If that can be checked 
presently, the whole tide of German 
offensive operations will come to a 
standstill. But this means that 
henceforth all advantage in resources 
must be with the allies. They have 
not been able yet, as Germany has, 
to put in the mass of their second 
and third line troops. England has a 
full million to use in the spring. 
France has reserves still unavail- 
able because of lack of equipment. 

Germany, on the other hand, has 
drawn deeply upon all lines. So far 
she has met all attacks of three na- 
tions with equal numbers. But the 
pace plainly cannot be maintained 
through many months more. It may 
be doubted if Germany can ever 
again muster more men on her bat- 
tle lines than she has now. There 
is no question but that England, Rus- 
sia and probably France will have 
more troops in the field next April 
than they have now in October. 

Already, too, in the East in Po- 
land, it is plain the German offensive 
has been beaten back. The magnifi- 
cent dash at Warsaw has terminated. 
Numbers have again prevailed, and 
German armies are withdrawing. 
Austrian disaster has been post- 
poned, the maneuver has not been 


,an empty fallure—but in the larger 


sense it seems to have failed. 

It is, then, because of the value the 
whole German people has attached 
to the offensive, that the issue of 
the battle of Flanders is being 
watched by the world so closely. If 
Germany is checked here, it will be 
difficult to overestimate the mora) 
effect upon the nation, which will be 
compelled to recognize that the whole 
campaign as planned by German high 
command has failed—that France is 
not destroyed, England dally gain- 
ing in resources, Russia coming up 
with new millions and displaying un- 
expected skill in. handling those al- 
ready up; that German military re- 
sources, utilized to the maximum. 
have been inadequate, that hence- 
forth it is to be a defensive battle, 
a contest in which hope is at an end, 
or approaching termination.

BRITAIN ADVISES 


| AMERICANS HOW 10 


CONSIGN CARGOES 


Shipments Should Be Directed 
to Neutral Receivers, and 
Not “To Order.*

WASHINGTON, Oct. &@—Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British Ambassador, by 
instruction of Sir Edward Grey, For- 
eign Secretary, issued a warning today 


to American shippers, through the State 


Department, to consign all cargoes 
bound for neutral countries to the neu- 
tral Government or a specific consignee. 

Two notes addressed to Acting Sec- 
retary Lansing say British cruisers will 
not interfere with neutral commierce 
when shipments are properly consigned. 
The documents specifically exempt cot- 
ton from molestation, even though des- 
tined to belligerent countries, as this 
article is not contraband. 

With respect to mineral olfls, and ar- 
ticles Usted as conditional contraband, 
the notes say Great Britain will seize 
no cargoes if the papers of the ship 
show their ultimate destination to be 
neutral, Only in eases where cargoes 
have been consighed “to ofder,’ the 
notes point out, has the British Gov- 
ernment been exercising scrutiny. 

Cotton to Stay on Free List. 

The first note, dated today, says 
in part: “In compliance with your re- 
quest, I telegraphed on the 234 int 
to my Government to inquire what 


was their view with regard to cotton.. 


Last night I received a reply from 
Sir Edward Grey, in which he author- 
izes me to give the assurance that 
cotton will pot be seized. He points 
out that cotton has not been put in 
any of our lists of contraband,’ and, 
as your department must be aware 
from the draft proclamation now in 
your possession, it is not proposed t» 
include it in our new lst of contra- 
band, It is, therefore, as far as Great 
Britain is concerned, in the free list, 
and will remain there.” 

The second note refers particularly to 
the case of the tanker John D. Rocke- 
feller recently released,by the British 
Goyernment, but states the general pol- 
icy of Great Britain on the subject of 
contraband, in part as follows: 

“You are doubtless aware that in the 
last few weeks there has been a marked 
increase of the export of certain ar- 
ticles, as compared with previous years, 
to those neutral countries which are in 
direct communicatipn with the belliger- 
ent nations.” 

The note points out that in September 
the export of gasoline naphtha, etc., has 
increased from 20,000,000 to 23,000,000 gal- 
lons or 15 per cent and of fuel oil from 
36,000,000 to 58,000,000 gallons, or 61 per 
cent, and that the war has shown the 
immense importance of the motor, the 
airship and the submarine, cohsumers of 
mineral oll. The note continues: 

“A large proportion of the exports of 
this country has been consigned to neu- 
tral ports, and, according to evidence 
in possesvion, has been transmitted from 
them to a belligerent country. As yuu 
are aware, the Supreme Court of the 
United States in 1863 considered vessels 
as “arrying contraband, although sai!- 
ing from cne neutral port to another, 
if the goods concerned were destined to 
be transported by land or sea from the 
neutral port of landing into enemy ter- 
ritory. 

Stands by U. 8. Decision, “ 

“It then decided that the character of 
the goods is, determined by their ulr'- 
mate ond not their immediate destina- 
tion, and this doctrine was at the time 
avquiesced in by Great Britain though 
her own trade was the chief suffere;c. 

“On the cther hand, the neutral coun- 
tries concerned, who are to 
avoid being used as bases for hostilities 
by either belligerent, are now making 
arrangements which will give sure guar- 
antees that articles which may be used 
in war shall not be re-exported. 

“In the case of the Rockefeller, which 
was bound for a port in the near neigh- 
borhood of the chief naval port of a 
belligerent, the oll she carried was con- 
signed “To order,’ and there was there- 
fore no guarantee that it would not be 
forwarded to the enemy. She was ac- 
cordingly detained until proof was af- 
forded of the neutra)] destination of her 
cargo and the intention of the neutral 
Government to prevent re-export.

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BERLIN'S LIFE LITTLE DISTURBED BY WAR; PETROGRAD A SOBERED CITY

PETROGRAD ,WHERE NIGHT 
GAYETY ONCEWAS SUPREME, 
NOW SOMBER, BUT HOPEFUL 


Aristocracy and Peasant Brought Into Close 
Association by Common Grief—War Has 
Not Killed Berlin’s Play Impulse. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 


PETROGRAD, Oct. 


5.—Probably in no capital of Europe have the first 


two months of the war wrought such a*change in the aspect and character of 


a city as in Petrograd. 


What was traditionally regarded as a metropolis of 


dissipitated energies and midnight gaiety, quickened by the sale of vodka, 
has become in a short period as sombre in tone as a nocturne. 


The streets are quiet and almost de- 
serted at the hour when the night life 
used to begin. In the restaurants all 
the guests could be comfortably gath- 
ered around one large table. The Nev- 
sky Prospect no longer echoes with rev- 
eiry, but is as quiet and orderly as 
Fifth avenue on Sunday afternoon. The 
capital is, of course, saddened, like all 
cities of Europe, by its losses and by 
all the misery which ebbs back from the 
front. 

Lists of Dead Draw Peasants. 

In the general staff offices, which 
are at one side of the famous winter 
garden, the daily lists of the dead are 
published. 

In front of this structure a line of 
peasants, their black shawis like 
blots of ink agatast the blood red 
color of the building, stand helpless 
and afraid. Some of them have found 
relatives in the published list and 
others, morbidly apprehensive, are 
trying to acquire sufficient courage 
to go upstairs and look. Women of 
the better class, dressed in heavy furs, 
eome forth’ with chalky faces and 
howed heads and step into their car- 
riages. There is no sobbing, no out- 
ward protest against the fate which 
has berest them. Sometimes they stop 
and offer money and words of con- 
solation to the peasant women, who 
face the world as paupers. Theré is 
the extraordinary spectacle of aris- 
tocracy and .pensantry brought to- 
gether in a community of grief: 

But, apart from scenes such as these, 
which abound in the capitals of every 
country at war, Petrograd is alive with 
new hope and confidence. The end of 
the first two months of war is the oc- 
casion for the kind of celebration which 
usually accompanies a great annivet- 
sary or a holiday. The Russian papers 
have assisted in this by careful re 
views of the fighting along the German 
and Austrian ffontiers. 

The Novoe Vremya makes‘the fo!- 
lowing comment: 

“We have now finished the second 
month of the war. Although we were 
overtaken by a great calamity, the sec- 
ond month has not been marked by a 
single failure. We have not only beat- 
én the Austrians, but we have seen 
the conquest of a kingdom—Galicia— 
and a duchy—Bukowina. We have cap-

Berlin Life Little Disturbed by War: 
Women Busy Knitting for the Troops 


A Speeial Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


BERLIN, Oct. 9—An American, re- 
eently arrived in. Berlin from London, 
was surprised to find that the German 
capital showed less outward changes 
due to the war than London. He re- 
marked that there was less of nervous 
anxiety here than there, and he saw 
evidence of this in the fact that Berlin 
still shows its usual blaze of electric 
lamps at ni_°-.t, while London, fearing 
an unheralded visit from Zeppelins, has 
greatly reduced its illumination just as 
Paris has done for the same reason. 

Another cause for comment was to see 
many men capable of doing military 
duty still moving about the streets of 
Berlin engaged in their customary work. 
As a matter of fact, most of the mili- 
tary barracks of the empire are still 
well filled with soldiers, for the most 
part men who are to receive further 
drilling befote going to the front. 

Another class of soldiers now fre- 
quently seen on the streets are the con- 
valescent wounded, looking somewhat 
less trim and well fed than when they 
marched away from Berlin two months 
ago. 

Life Centers About Soldier. 

The life of Berlin, in fact, centers just 
row about the wounded soldier as well 
as the soldier still in the field. Social 
life is dominated by benevolences for 
him. Women-and girls are industrious- 
ly knitting stockings and wristlets for 
him; for wherever they meet, at the 
afternoon coffee, at the business meet- 
ings of the numerous societies for as- 
sisting the sick and wounded, even oc- 
casionally at concerts and in other pub- 
lic places, their fingers are soon busy 
with their work. 

Nearly every Berlin woman of the 
‘wealthier classes is doing something to 
help. 

Some -are working in the kitchens 
conducted for the feeding of the poor; 
some in charity organizations, which 


are looking after the children of sol-* 


Jliers at the front left without adequate 
means of support, and many are nurs- 
ing sick or wounded soldiers. Most 
families of the wealthier classes also are 
taking into their homes poor women 
and children for one good meal daily, 
and there are organizations of women 
to find such dispensers of charity and 
supply them with moutns to fill. 
Another function of the charity or- 
ganizations is to collect books, pictures 
and newspapers for the military hosp!- 
tals, of which there are a number in 
Berlin and the suburbs. There is even 
a society of British citizens in Berlin, 
which sends its agents now and then 
to American families to ask for Amer- 
loam ““agazines and books for the Kn- 


glish prisoners at Doeberitz, a few miles 
Outside of Berlin. 


Theaters and Concert Halls Open. 
The theaters and concert halls of Ber- 


lin are all open as usual, but the at- 
tendance is not large. The war figures 
largely in the musical farces and in the 
productions at the variety theaters, and 
the moving picture places present mili- 
tary films of many kinds. There are 
sham fights made in very close imita- 
tion of real war, but a proposal to take 
moving pictures of real battles, or at 
least battlefields, did not meet the ap- 
proval of the military authorities, as 
the German Government makes it a 
set policy to spare the public the use- 
less emotional excitement of seeing and 


reading about the horrors of the battle- 
field. 
Between the acts at the play houses 


} the latest war bulletins are read. There 


is loud applause over victories an4 
patriotic songs are sung. Concert pro- 
grams also show a strong leaning to 
patriotic music. Nevertheless, the man- 
agers are not making money. Concert 
singers now number themselves among 
the suffering classes, and charity con- 
certs are being organized for them. 

Many people cannot afford the luxury 
of the theater or the concert and many 
others, living in a high heroic mood, 
feel that this is no’ time for amuse- 
ments. The deep mourning worn by 
many women supplies another explana- 
tion for light audiences.

Austrian Cities Short of Food; Peo- 
ple Ordered to the Country. 
POLA, Austria, via Venice and Paris, 
Oct. 26—The prices of provisions here 
heve increased gréatly.

British Warships Disabled 
4000 Germans Trafalgar Day 


DOVER, England, Oct. 26.—In ad- 
dition to killing Gen. von Tripp and 
all of his staff to the west of West- 
ende on Trafalgar day (Oct. $1), the 
British fleet in its bombardment of 
the Germans advancing along the Bel- 
gian coast did enormous damage. Fir- 
ing started at 6 in the morning and 
continued without intermission for 12 
hours. 

The range of the ships’ guns en- 
abled them to shel] the German 
trenches three miles inland, and they 
did great execution to the batteries 
placed amid the sand dunes. They 
destroyed a German field battery, dis- 
persed a German 0bridging train, 
which had been assembled to force a 
crossing of the Yser, blew up an am- 
munition column, and compelled the 
Germans to evacuate their position 
pefore Nieuport. 

The firing was so rapid that som« 
guns discharged 14 projectiles a min- 
ute. At the end of the day the whole 
coast, from: Nieuport to Westende.

It is reported 
that on that day alone the Germans 
lost 4000 killed and wounded.

GERMANS ARE IN RETREAT 


Gen. Soukhomlinoff, Czar’s Minister, Says in 


Cable Message That 


Empire Has Almost 


Freed Itself of Recent Invaders. 


Gen. W. A. Soukhomlinoff, Russia's 
Minister of War, and now Adjutant- 
General of Emperor Nicholas II, at 
the front, in response to a cable in- 
quiry from the New York World re- 
questing authoritative details of the 
situation in the Eastern theater of 
war, sent the following: 


By Gen. W. A. Soukhomlinoff. 


PETROGRAD, Oct. 25.—After a num- 


ber of hard-fought battles between the 
East Prussian frontier and the River 
Niemen, the Russian arty was suc- 
cessful in driving back the Germans 
into Prussia and in clearing the gov- 
ernments of Kovno, Suwalki, Lombsha 
and Plock of the enemy. 

On the left bank of the Vistula, to- 
ward Warsaw and the fortress of Ivan- 
gorod, commencing Oct. 13, a series of 
decisive battles with the united Austro- 
German armies was fought, which re- 
sulted on Oct. 18 in a complete victory 
by Russia over the enemy. 

The enemy is continually and hastily 
retreating. So fast is he retreating that 
he is leaving his wounded behind, and 
passing, without using, all the strongly 
fortified positions which he has been 
preparing. During these battles some 
exceptionally heavy losses were sus- 
tained by the Prussian reserve guard 
corps.

The German retreat was 80 
precipitate that the Russian cavalry was 
able to capture, at the town of Lovitz, 
the master of Horse to the King of 
Saxony, with His Majesty's personal 
motor car. 

At present the enemy occupies a -com- 
paratively small portion of Russian ter- 
ritory, between the eastern frontier of 
the Prussian provinces of Posen and 
Silesia and the line Skierniewice-Radom 
and the left bank of the Vistula. 

Austrians “Recuperate.” 

In Galicia during the last 12 days 
fierce battles have been taking place 
with the Austrian army, which has re- 
cuperated a little, .on the whole front 
between the Vistula and the Carpath- 
ians. In these battles, in which the bal- 
ance of success is in favor of the Rus- 
sians, the number of Austrians sur- 
rendering is very great, as, for in- 
stance, during Oct. 21 and 22 there were 
50 officers and 16,000 noncommissioned 
officers and men taken prisoners and a 
large number of guns, machine guns 
and ammunition. 


RAY PFANSCHMIDT. 
FREED IN SECOND 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


lllinoisan Acquitted of Killing 
Sister—Still Held for Death 
of His Parents.

QUINCY, Ill, Oct. 26. Pfan- 


schmidt was found not guilty 6f the 
murder of his sister, Blanche Pfan- 
schmidt, by a jury in the McDonough 
County Circuit Court at Macomb to- 


day. The jury, which retired at 11:10 
Saturday morning, reported its ver- 
dict of acquittal at 10:20 a. m. today. 

Pfanschmidt is still held on the 
charge of murdering his father, moth- 
er and Miss Emma Kaempen, a schoo! 
teacher, and Fred Wolfe, the State's 
Attorney, says the defendant will b« 
tried again. 

This was his second trial. 

The case went to the jury at noon Sat- 
urday. The jurors were unable to agree 
yesterday, and were ordered by the 
Court not to bring in a verdict last 
night. 

Pfanschmidt was convicted at a for- 
mer trial and sentenced to death. The 
Supreme Court afterwards ordered a 
new trial. The school teacher, who wah 
killed was visiting the Pfanschmidt 
home at the time of the tragedy.

BUARD PREPARING 
I) OPEN RESERVE 
BANKS ON NOV. 16 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2%. —steps to set 
in motion the machinery of the 12 Fed- 
eral reserve banks under the new bank- 
ing system, the opening for business of 
which has been fixed officially by Sec- 
retary McAdoo for Nov. 16, were being 
taken here today by the Federal Re- 
serve Board. 

Confidence was expressed that the 
early opening of the reserve banks 
would go a long way toward relieving 
conditions in the South brought on by 
the European war and be of assistance in 
the general business situation through- 
out the country. Emergency condi- 
tions in the South in particular prompt- 
ed the Secretary to designate an early 
date for the opening of the reserve 
banks. 

“IT am fully aware of the physical dif- 
ficulties that must be overcome to set 
the reserve banks in motion on Nov. 
16," said Secretary McAdoo. “But the 
directors of these banks represent the 
highest degree of American banking in- 
telligence and not only can they meet 
the situation, but that they will cheer- 
fully take up the task in the same spirit 
of publie service which animated their 
discussions at the Washington con- 
ference.”’ 

The special committee on cotton legis- 
lation, named by the House just before 
the adjournment of Congress, met today 
to consider the situation in the South 
brought about by the European war. 
The resolution provided that this com- 
mittee make a thorough investigation 
of the subject and report possible meas- 
ures for Federal aid in the cotton crisis 
by Dec. 15. Representative Henry Is 
chairman and the other members are 
Representatives Austin and Langley, 
Republicans; Lever and Heflin, Demo- 
crats, and Bell, Progressive. Republican 
Leader Mann was appointed on the 
committee but said it would be impos- 
Sible for him to serve until after the 
elections. 

Nearly all the members of both houses 
of Congress had left Washington today. 
Some Southern Senators and Represen- 
tatives, however, anxious to do what 
they could to expedite legisiatian to re- 
lieve the cotton states, remained in the 
city. There was considerable discussion 
today regarding Representative Henry's 
statement that an extra session would 
be called in November, but those close 
to President Wilson are of the opinion 
that he is not considering taking any 
such action. 

Treasury May Deposit Fands. 

The Secretary said that as a result 
of the enactment of the war revenue 
measure, the parity between receipts 
and disbursements of the Treasury soon 
would be restored. This will make it 
possible for the Treasury to render still 
greater service than it has already done 
in helping the financial situation in the 
South and in other parts of the coun- 
try when the need has appeared. 

“The prompt opening of the Federal 
reserve banks,’’ he said, “will make the 
assistance of the Treasury doubly pow- 
erful, because the Federal reserve act 
authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in his discretion, to deposit a large 
amount of the moneys held in the ‘gen- 
eral fund’ in the Federal reserve banks 
and to require such banks to act as 
fiscal agents of the United States. The 
Secretary, in his discretion, is empow- 
ered to deposit the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment or any part of them in the re- 
serve banks and to make disbursement

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CORRESPONDENT TELLS OF 


DAY” IN AN 


ARMORED TRAIN ON YSER 


Air, Sea and Land Engines Death-Sweep the 
Country, While Human Engines Crawl, Dig, 
Charge and Blunder and Die Unnoticed. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. %.—The correspondent 
of the Daily News, who has been in 
an armored train to the banks of the 
Yser, gives a good description of the 
battle in the northwest. He says: 

“The battle rages along the Yser with 
frightful destrouction of life. Air en- 


jgines, sea engines and land engines 


death-sweep this desolate country ver- 
tically, horizontally and transversely. 
Through it the little frail human en- 
gines crawl and dig, walk and run, skir- 
mishing, charging and blundering in lit- 
tle indivjdual fights and tussles, tired 
and puzzled, ordered here and there, 
sleeping where they can, never washing 
and dying unnoticed. A friend may find 
himself firing on a friendly force and 
few are to blame. 

“Thursday the Germans were driven 
back over the Yser; Friday they secured 
a footing again, and Saturday they were 
again hurled back. Now a bridge blown 
up by one side is repaired by the other. 
It is again blown up by the first or 
left as a death trap till the enemy is 
actually crossing. 

Reckless Adventures Dally. 

“Action by armored trains. some ot 
them the most reckless adventure, are 
attempted daily. Each day accumulates 
an unwritten cord of individual daring 
feats, accomplished as part of the daily 
wreck. Day by day our men pushed 
out on these dangerous explorations, at- 
tacked by shell fire, in danger of cross 
fire, dynamite and ambuscade, granting 
a priceless support to the threatened 
lines. As the armored train approaches 
the river under shell fire, the ear cracks 
with the constant thunder of guns 
aboard. It is amazing to see the angle 
at which the guns can be swung. 

“And overhead the airmen are busy 
venturing through fog and puffs of ex- 
ploding shellg to get one small fact of 
information. We used to regard th 
looping of the loop of the Germans 


overhead as a hare-brained piece of im- 


pudent defiance of our infantry fire 
Now we know it means early troubly 
for the infantry. 

‘Beside us as we crawl up, snuffing 
the lines like dogs on a scent, great 
trainloads of wounded wait soundlessly 
on the sidings. 

‘Further up, the line of ambulances 
are coming slowly back. The bullets 
of machine guns began to rattle on oar 
armored coats. Shells we learned to 
disregard, but the machine gun is the 
master. in thia war. 

‘Now we near the river at a flat 
country farm. The territory is carved 
with trenches and it is impossible to say 
at first who is in them, so incidental 
and separate are the fortunes of this 
river-side battle. The Germans are on 
our bank enfilading the lines of the 
allies’ trenches. We creep up and the 
Germans come into sight out of the 
trenches, rush to the bank and are acat- 
tered and smashed. The allies follow 
with a fierce bayonet charge. 

“The Germans do not / ‘ait. They rush 
to the bridges and are wept away by 
the deadliest destroyer ' all, the ma- 
chine gun. The bridge blown up but 
who can say by who! Quickly the 
train runs back. 

“*‘s brisk day,’ rer rks the corre- 
spondent. ‘Not so ba ' replied the of- 
ficer. So the days pass.” 

Fire as Far as One Could See. 

The Daily Telegraph correspondent in 
Belgium who, accompanied by a son 
of the Belgian War Minister, M. De 
Broqueville, made a tour of the battle- 
ground in the Dixmide district last 
Wednesday, says: 

‘‘as far as the eye could reach nothing 
could be seen but burning villages and 
busting shells. I realized for the first 
time how completely the motor car had 
revolutionized warfare and how every 
other factor was now dominated by the 
absence or presence of this means of 
transport. 

“Every road to the front was simply 
packed with cars. They seemed an 
ever-rolling, endless stream, going and 
returning to the front while in many 
villages hundreds of private cars were 
parked under the control of the medical 
officer waiting in readiness to carry 
the wounded. 

“Arrived at the firing line, a terrible 
scene presented itself. The shell fire 
from the German batteries was so ter- 
rific that Belgian soldiers and French 
marines were continually blown out of 
their dugouts and sent scattering to 
cover. Elsewhere also little groups of 
peasants were forced to flee because 
their cellars began to fall in. These 
unfortunates had to make their way as 
best they could on foot to the rear. 
They were frightened almost to death 
by the bursting shells and the sight 
of crying children among them was 
pathetic. 

“Dixmude was the objective of the 
German attack and shells were burst- 
ing all over it, crashing among the 
roofs and blowing whole streets to 
pieces. From a distance of three miles 
we could hear them crashing down, but 
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PARIS, Oct. &. 
AURICE MAETERLINCK, in 
Mi a letter to Le Journal, ex- 
presses gratitude for its pro-

rising above it. The Belgians had only 
« few field batteries so that the enemy's 
howitzers simply dominated the fiel 
and the infantry trenches around the 
town had to rely upon thelr own wh- 
aided efforts. 
Howitzer Shell Wreaks Havoc. 

“Our progress along the road was sud- 
denly stopped by one of the most horr- 
ble sights I have ever seen. A heavy 
howitzer shell had fallen and burst right 
in the midst of a Belgian battery mak- 
ing its way to the front, causing terri- 
ble destruction. The mangled horses 
and men among the debris presented a 
shocking spectacle. 

“Eventually we got into Dixmude 
itself and every time a shell came 
crashing among the roofs, we thought 
our end had come. 

“The town hall was a sad sight. Thu 
roof was completely riddied by shel! 
fire. Inside was a scene of chaos. it 
was plied with loaves of bread, bicycles 
and dead soldiers, 

“The battle redoubled in fury and by 
7 o'clock in the evening Dixmude was a 
red furnace, presenting a scene of ter- 
rible grandeur. The horizon was red 
with burning homes. Our return jour- 
ney was a melancholy one, owing to the — 
constant trains of wounded _that were 
passing.” 

“All the allies must take their hats off 
to the Belgian army, which for several 
days has been holding in check two en- 
tire German army corps near Dixmude, 
frustrating the German designs on the 
strip of territory between Dunkirk and 
Calais,” says a dispatch to the Times 
from a correspondent in Northern 
France. The message continues: 

“It ie now permitted to explain how 
the Belgian army was able to take up 
a position on the Yser canal; in other 
words, how it was able to make a sitic- 
cessful retreat from Antwerp in face of 
the elaborate plans of the Germans. 
The Beigian army escaped what might 
be felt amounted to annihilation by the 
magnificent feat of arms. It sent «a 
force of a few thousand men to the 
neighborhood of Mullen (in East F'lan- 
ders, 12 miles southwest of Ghent), with 
orders to hold back the pursuing enemy 
at all costs for a sufficient period to 
cover the retreat of the main army, 
which hugged the Dutch frontier on its 
seaward march. The battle of Mullem 
eventually resulted In the successful an- 
nihilation of the gallant little body of 
Beigian fighters, but it meant the sal- 
vation of the Belgian army and their 
allies.” 


Germans Putting Antwerp + 
in Condition for Defense: 

LONDON, Oct. %.—The correspondent 
of the Times at Rotterdam sends the 
following: 

“Tt is clear that the Germans are put- 
ting Antwerp in a state for defense. in 
most of the important ports the Bel- 
gian guns have been replaced with 
German fortress artillery of the latest 
type. 

“The bridge between Antwerp and 
Pays de Waes, which the retreating Bel- 
gians damaged, has been repaired. Evi- 
dentiy the Germans are preparing «a

Then the 
Police Department was requested to 
make an independent inve@tigation. This 
was also done. 

About the Mushroom Hotels. 
One of the complaints was that a 
mushroom hotel had been established 
at 726 Morgan street, and that several 
names had been registered from it. 
The three Election Commissioners said 
their independent canvass showed that 
all the mén registered from this*number 
were actually living there and were 
therefore entitled to register. 

The same was true, it was agreed, of 
some other smaller hotels. 

The five or six instances where fraud- 
ulent registration is suspected are in 
different precincts of different wards. 
There was no indication of wholesale 
padding of the registration books any- 
where, it was agreed by the commis- 
sioners. 

No instances were found where a vo- 
ter or groups of voters had been regis- 
tered in more than one precinct. 
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possible that some names were on the 
registration books by oversight which 
ought not to be there., There was no 
intention of fraud either on the part of 
the voter or the clerks who made the 
canvass, the commissioners said. 
Dead Men On by Mistake. 
Election Commissioner May cited one 
case which illustrated how a name 
might be improperly left on the regis- 
tration books. In the Second Precinct 
of the Twenty-second Ward three broth- 
ers registered from the same house. 
The clerks, on visiting the house, in- 
quired whether the Smiths lived there, 
and upon being told they did, let the 
three names stand. One of the men 
had died some time previous and his 
name was left on the books. A second 
canvass disclosed this fact and the name 
of the dead man was stricken from the 
books. 
In instances of this kind and where 
persons whose names have been left or 
the books after they had moved out of 
a precinct, there never has been a sin- 
gle instance in which the name of the 
dead man was voted, or attempted to 
be voted, by anyone else, and the per- 
sons whose names had been left on the 
books after they had moved had never 
in a single instance attempted to vote 
fraudulently. 
Criminal intent must be ‘shown to 
constitute fraudulent registration, ac- 


The mere fact that election clerks mak- 
ing a canvass may by accident or care- 
lessness leave a name on the books that 
snould be stricken off is no evidence 
of fraud, and the fact that a man may 
make a mistake in giving his address 
when he registers is also no evidence of 
fraud. One case of that kind was re- 
ported and investigated, and it was 
found that the man accused of having 
fraudulently registered lived directly 
across the street from the address he 
had gstven. He had merely made a 
mistake, which would cost him his vote, 
unless he had it corrected at the proper 
time.

EPvccccuber Says Report of Clique 
in Jury May Cause Him to 
Press Indictment. 


TEN FOR ACQUITTAL 


Defendant Faints on Being Led 
From Courtroom When Dis- 
agreement Is Reported. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Mrs. Florence 
Conklin Carman, charged with the mur- 
der of Mrs. Louise Bailey at Freeport, 
lL. L, was released on $25,000 bail by 
Justice Charles H. Kelby in the King’s 


County Supreme Court in Brooklyn this 
afternoon. She started immediately for 
Freeport. 

MINEOLA, N. Y., Oct. %—John J. 
Graham, counsel for Mrs. Florence 
Conklin Carman, whose trial for the 
furder of Mrs. Louise Bailey resulted in 
a disagreement, said today he would 
demand a new trial or the quashing of 
the indictment, as he would not permit 
the indictment to hang over his client. 

District Attorney Lewis J. Smith at 
first declared, after the jury had been 
discharged, that he did not expect to 
try Mrs. Carman again, but a new de- 
velopment last night led him to say to- 
day that he might alter his decision. 

One of the jurors, it is said, declared, 
after he was dismissed, that last Thurs- 
day night, after Mrs. Carman had told 
her own story on the witness stand, 
seven or eight members of the jury 
formed a sort of clique and kept apart 
from the rest. This group of men, ac- 
cording to the juror in question, said 
they had formed their opinion and had 
decided that they were going to acquit 


Tthe defendant. 


The law requires that jurors must not 
even discuss among themselves a murder 
case which they are trying until all the 
evidence is in and the Judge has charged 
them. 

“T shall certainly make an inquiry of 
this matter,’’ declared District Attor- 
ney Smith when he heard the story. “If 
I find it to be true it will have a lot 
to do with the question of releasing Mrs. 
Carman on bail. Besides it will posi- 
tively change the complexion of the fu- 
ture as to a second trial. 

“T had about made up my mind not to 
try Mrs. Carman again because I had 
come to the conclusion it would be im- 
possible to get a Nassau County jury 
to agree among themselves one way or 
the other. But now I don’t know either 
about bail or the second trial.’’ 

Ten jurors are said to have voted for 
acquittal, and two for conviction of 
murder in the first degree on the final 


-hallot. The jury was out about thirteen 


hours. 
Defendant Near Breakdown. 

The defendant is on the verge of a 
complete physical breakdown following 
a collapse in the courtroom after the 
jury was discharged. It was said at the 
Nassau County Jail that Mrs. Ca¥fian 
had been crying constantly ever since 
she was returned to her cell. 

The jury retired at 9:45 o’clock Satur- 
day night and returned finally at 10:50 
o’clock Sunday morning. Several times 
during the night and morning it was be- 
lieved a verdict had been reached. Once 


“the jury wanted coffee. Another time it 
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' gppointed. 


wanted cigars and again it desired 
breakfast. Each time the jury returned 
the defendant was sent for. 

When the jury re-appeared for the 
last time Mrs. Carman was followed 
through the door at the rear of the 
Judge’s bench by her sister, Mrs. Ida 
Powell, and her niece, Mrs. Helen 
Corby. Dr. Edwin Carman, the de- 
fendant’s husband, who had been sit- 
ting in the courtroom conversing with 
friends, joined his wife at the counsel | 
table. Mrs. Carman appeared tired. Her 
hair was disheveled and her formerly 
immaculate costume wrinkled. 

Dissatisfaction was plainly written on 
the faces of the jurors when they filed 
in from thé room where the~ had been 
deliberating. When Justice Kelby as- 
cended the bench, Robert Ludlum, fore- 
man, spoke without any formality or 


introduction. 
_ % “We have been arguing for eight or 


nine hours,” said he almost sullenly, 
“and we have been conversing for the 
balance of the time. We cannot agree. 
We have had no sleep.” 

“T am in the same boat with you,” 
replied Justice Kelby. ‘I have not slept, 
either.”’ 

“But we have been arguing,” respond- 
ed the foreman. 

No Dispute Over Evidence. 

At the suggestion of John J. Graham, 
», Mrs. Carman’s chief counsel, Justice 
’ Kelby asked the jury whether it was 
the evidence they could not agree upon. 

“Tt is not a question of evidence, 
Your Honor,” replied John H. Moly- 
neaux, juror No. 9. ““We have gone over 
the evidence very carefully and we can- 
not reach a verdict.” 

The Justice then discharged the jury. 

As the jurors. without further ado, 
returned to the room where they had 
been deliberating to get their hats and 
coats, Mrs. Carman burst into tears. 
They quickly passed out without glanc- 
ing at the defendant. 

“Yl am so sorry Mra. Carman,” 
Graham, her attorney, said. 
“Oh,” she replied, “I am terribly dis- 
I felt sure the jury would

CHIEF’S COURSE IN DOUBT}. 


Conflicting Reports as to Action 
He Will Take if Resigna- 
tion Is Demanded. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. %.—Official re- 
ports’ received here today indicated that 
the Mexican national convention at Ag- 
uascalientes would today or tomorrow 
depose Gen. Carranza as urst chief and 


‘substitute a provisional President. 


American Consul Silliman reported he 
was reliably informed of Gen. Carran- 
za’s intention to retire under conditions 
that no objections would be interposed 
to his candidacy at a regular election 
and that the tenure of the provisional 
Government should be short. 

Officials here believed that while Car- 
ranza refused to take the initiative in 
submitting his resignation, he would 
abide by the convention’s decision should 
it vote to retire him. Evidence of that 
was contained in official advices which 
reported Carranza making no extraordi- 
nary military preparations. 

Conflicting reports had been received 
by the State Department as to Car- 
ranza’s attitude. 

While no confirmation has been re- 
ceived of reported disturbances in Mex- 
ico City, official advices told of a gen- 
eral order by Carranza deposing many 
commanders who were Villa adherents 
in the convention and appointing others 
in their place. Similarly a decree was 
issued by Carranza informing all chiefs 
throughout the republic that.he was 
still first chief and to obey only orders 
from him instead of the convention. 
The convention has discussed that in se- 
cret session, but no report of the re- 
sult of its deliberations has been re- 
ceived. 

The War Department received today 
from Col. Hatfield, commanding Ameri- 
can troops on the Arizona border, a 
message saying Gov. Maytorena of So- 
nora was “‘slowly and reluctantly, and 
the Yaqui Indians were defiantly, leav- 
ing Naco.”

Americans Tell of Anarchy and Exe- 
cutions in Mexico City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 26.—Killings un- 
der the guise of executions, wholesale 
confiscations and looting in Mexico City 
have turned the Geovernment of the 
capital into anarchy, according to 
Americans who arrived today, on the 
single daily train north to Juarez. They 
say newspaper correspondents are un- 
able, because of the censorship, to tele- 
graph or cable reports of conditions in 
the’ capital as they exist. 

According to these Americans, the 
Constitutionalist army in Mexico City is 
little better than a mob in discipline, 
but it controls everything, while Gen. 
Carranza and the officials surrounding 
him are either unable or unwilling to 
interfere. Such orders as the First Chief 
issues are largely disregarded. 

Many civilians have been executed 
within a fortnight, and the great Belem 
prison is said to be full of political 
prisoners and others whose only of- 
fense has been that they protested 
against confiscation of their property. 

Among those executed in the past few 
days are Ricardo Barrara, Leonarde 
Valtierra and Salvador Fragees, who 
were charged with having participated 
in the attack on the National Palace at 
the time of the uprising against Presi- 
dent Madero. All three denied that they 
took any part in the fighting. 

Maj. Luis Terrazas, third, and Lieut. 
.Guillermo Terrazas, grandson of Gen. 
Luis Terrazas of this city, were exe- 
cuted a few days ago. They were for- 
mer Federal officers. The reason for 
their execution was not made public. 

Beautiful homes, among the finest in 
the capital, have been seized, their own- 
ers dispossessed and the premises giv- 
en to army officers. 

Any evidence of partisanship for Gen. 
Villa is considered by the capital au- 
thorities an offense punishable by death, 
but often, especially at night, there are 
cries of ‘“‘Viva Villa.” 


Zapata Delegates Grected by Villa on 
Way to Convention, 


By Associated Press. 

EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 26.—Twenty-six 
revolutionary leaders of Southern Mex- 
ico, representing Gen. Emiliano Zapata, 
arrived yesterday at Guadalupe, where 
they were greeted by Gen. Villa. They 
proceeded to Aguascalientes, where the 
peace conference was expected to re- 
sume its sessions today. 

The northern leader's reception of the 
southern conferees was described in a 
telegram today as most cordial. 

Gen. Obregon and others of the Car- 
ranza delegation have returned to the 
convention city after a visit to Mex- 
ico City in which they obtained Gen. 
Carranza’s answer to the convention de- 
mands. 

The armistice fixed by the Aguascal- 
lentes peace conference has been broken 
again, according to Constitutionalist ad- 
vices from Juarez. Gen. Maclovia Her- 
rera, a Carranza follower, has attacked 
Parral, Chihuahua, and its Villa garri- 
son. 

The Herrera troops were driven off. 

The fighting lasted five hours and 10 
men were killed or wounded on each 
side. The town was defended by 2000 
troops and the attackers numbered 
190.

FINDS FATHER, 70, 
AND MOTHER, 64 
DEAD FROM GAS 


Son, on Going to Their Room, 
Discovers Jet Near Foot of 
Bed Turned on Full. 


HAD TALKED OF DEATH 
Mother Had Asked His Father to 


Join Her in Agreement to End 
Lives, Son Says. 


John Kitzinger, 70 years old, and his 
wife, Mary, 64, were found dead from 
gas asphyxiation at 5:30 a. m. today in 


‘their room at 4888 Goethe avenue, the 


home of Kitzinger’s son, Julius. 

The couple had lived with Julius and 
his wife for several years and the elder 
Mrs. Kitzinger was partly paralyzed 
and had been almost blind for 10 years. 

When Julius Kitzinger opened the 
door of his parents’ room to call them 


for breakfast, gas fumes drove him 
back. He opened a door leading to a 
porch and cleared the room of gas be- 
fore venturing into it. He found an 
unlighted gas jet near the foot of the 
bed turned on full. 

The Kitzinger home is a three-roorm 
cottage and the parents’ room adjoined 
the son's, but Julius and his wife said 
they did not notice the odor of gas in 
the night, 


The older couple went to their roon? 


to retire at 6:30 last night as was their 
custom. Julius and his wife and sev- 
eral friends sat in the adjoining room 
and played cards until 8:30. 

The elder Mrs. Kitzinger often talked 
of ending her life, her son said, She# 
complained of her physical afflictions, 
he said, and at various times asked her 
husband to join her in an-agreement to 
die and told him ,that when she died 
she wanted him to go with her. 

Dr. J. Andrew Youngman of 5817 Gra- 
vois avenue told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he sent Mrs. Kitzinger to the city 
hospital last June to be treated for 
paralysis, partial blindness, heart dis- 
ease and stomach trouble. At that 
time, he said, she begged him to give: 
her poison with which to end her iife. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kitzinger came to St. 
Louis. from Hungary 10 years ago and 
at various times had lived at the homes 
of seven sons who reside here.

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BACK TO THE RIBBON BALLOT. 

The substitution in Missouri elections of “blan- 
ket” ballots, having all the tickets printed on one 
sheet, for the crude ribbon ballots, each contain- 
ing but one ticket, is delayed at least two years 
by the clerical mistake of some employe of the 
Legislature. 

The bill for this additional safeguard in elec- 
tions was certified as having received the consti- 
tutional number of votes in the House. The jour- 
nal of the House set forth that it had received that 
number. A count of the members recorded by the 
journal as having voted for the bill showed, how- 
ever, only 71 in the affirmative and of these 71 
one was also recorded as having voted-in the neg- 
ative. ' 

Of course there was blundering somewhere. 
Those who attacked the validity of the enactment 
assumed that the clerks had miscounted the af- 
firmative vote and erroneously certified an insuf- 
ficient number as sufficient. In a weighing of the 
probabilities of error, it is more likely that the 
original count was correct and that in transcrib- 
ing the roll call some of those who voted “aye” 
were omitted. The fact that one member was re- 
corded as having voted both ways shows inexcusa- 
bie carelessness in reproducing the roll call. 

Because of the confusion of the records the Su- 
preme Court did not feel justified in recognizing 
the measure as properly passed. The incoming 
Legislature should re-enact it without delay and 
abolish the ribbon ballots that facilitate election 
frauds. And in re-enacting it the Legislature 
would do well to incorporate New York’s late pro- 
vision, requiring candidates on the ballot to be 
classified according to the offices for which they 
run, rather than according to the political parties 
which have nominated them. A blanket ballot

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SHAKSPEARH AND THE REST OF US. 

If, as the manager ofthe Deutsches Theater 
at Berlin is reported to have said, Shakspeare 
is not to be banished from the Fatherland on 
account of the war, because, as Chancellor von 
Bethmann Hollweg said, “he belongs to the whole 
world,” that fact ought to serve as a beginning 
of a better understanding as to all the rest of us..

CLEVELAND STILL A 3-CENT CITY. 
The Post-Dispatch, in common with many other 
papers, was misled some weeks ago by an ap- 
parently authentic report from Cleveland, stat- 
ing that city had found it necessary to let its 
street railway system raise fares from 8 to 4 
cents, in order to pay the 6 per cent dividends 
authorised by the agreement between the city 
and the company. 
"We are indebted to the Providence Journal for 
a correction, and for the explanation that the 
inaccurate report was set afloat by “street rail- 
road ‘magnates’” who desired to make the coun- 
try believe Cleveland’s 3-cent fare experiment had 
falled. ‘ 
The truth as stated by the Journal is that: 

The standard fare in Cleveland is still 3 
cents. The only change made, and it is 
deemed only a temporary relief measure, is 
one permitting the company to retain the 
penny which it has heretofore returned to the 
passenger presenting a transfer from one line 
to another. 

Under the 8-cent rule “the company hes 
prospered amasingly, and so many improve- 
ments have been effected that Cleveland now 
has undoubtedly the best street railway fa- 
cllities in the country.”’. 

All cars are of all-steel construction. 

Rails “are maintained at a maximum of ef- 
ficiency.” 

The company “has gone 10 years ahead of 
the times in extending its trackage into thinly 
settled outlying regions,” to develop traffic 
by stimulating suburban home developmcnt. 

It hag “built elaborate car barns, of alto- 
gether néedless magnificence, thus managing 
to use up ite surplus and render plausible a 
plea for an increase in rates.”

THE CLOVER LEAF RECEIVERSHIP. 

The fact that the application for a Clover 
Leaf receivership is due to default on $11,527,000 
worth of collateral trust bonds, issued seven 
years ago to buy the Chicago & Alton, has sig- 
nificance for the public. 
The road’s compact system of 450 miles of 
tracks connecting St. Louis with Toledo and 
Detroit has a profitable share in the great east 
and west traffic. In 1907 its net earnings were 
$1,279,204 and its surplus $645,096 and it was 
capitalized at $38,000,000, of which $18,000,000 
was in bonds. But in that year high finance 
unloaded onto it the water-logged Chicago & 
Alton system, milked by the Harriman interests. 
For $14,420,000 of the common and $6,480,000 
of the preferred C. & A. stock, the Clover Leaf 
issued this $11,527,000 worth of new bonds on 
which it finds itself unable to pay interest this 
year. Its own capitalization was increased 26 
per cent and its-interest charge $461,000 to pur 
chase control in a system with only twice as 
much trackage but with more than three times 
as much capitalization, or $115,707,060. 

The Clover Leaf’s embarrassment cannot all 
be attributed to causes of recent date. Some 
date back to 1907. Would those causes exist 
if we had had Government supervision of rail- 
road securities during the last seven years? 
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In Towa and Nebraska the railroads are en- 
couraging the farmers to make use of the waste 
lands along the rights of way to raise alfalfa. 
Missouri has a good many thonsand acres of 
virgin land lying idle along its railroad rights 
of way. Why not extend to Missouri farmers 
the privilege of utilizing this land? It would 
save the roads much expense in weed cutting 
every year.

MR. KNOX’S OWN RECORD, 
From the Springfield Republican. 

Coming from former Secretary Knox, 
an attack on President Wilson's refusal 
to recognize Gen. Huerta forces a com- 
parison with the last administration's 
refusal to recognize a President of Nica- 
ragua. Mr. Knox is in an unfortunate 
position to criticise President Wlison’s 
Mexican policy. In refusing to recog- 
nize Huerta, says Mr. Knox im hia 
Philadelphia speech, “the United States 
undertook to ‘examine the fitness of a 
foreign ruler for his post and to pass 
upon the legitimacy and constitutional- 
ity of his elevation to that position.’”’ So 
unsound a doctrine Mr. Knox is now un- 
able to indorse. He repudiates it with 
all possible vigor. 

Yet precisely that doctrine the former 
Secretary applied to the case of Presi- 
dent Madriz, who had succeeded Presi-

dent Zelaya in Nicaragua. President 


Madriz was recognized by the great 
Powers of Europe, precisely as Huerta 
was. But Secretary Knox's policy of 
nonrecognition and palpable hostility 
drove Madriz from office. In short, Sec- 
retary Knox undertook to examine the 
fitness of a foreign ruler for his post, 
and he did pass upon the legitimacy and 
constitutionality of ais elevation to that 
position. 

Mr. Knox now manifests something 
like horror over the seizure of Vera 
Cruz. But, in accordance with his own 
policy, 200 American marines landed in 
Nicaragua and actually participated n 
a battle on Nicaragua soll, thus decid- 
ing the issue of a domestic revolution 
by the use of American military force. 
American soldiers were stationed at the 
Nicaraguan capital to maintain Mr. 
Knox’s choice of a President in office. 
They are still there. 

Before retiring from the post of Secre- 
tary of State, moreover, Mr. Knox sent 
a diplomatic note to the Nicaragua Gov- 
ernment, and to the governments of 
some other Latin-American states, stat- 
ing that the United States’ would strong 
ly support all duly constituted good 
governments in those countries, but that 
it would exert its force, physical and 
moral, against selfishly inspired revo 
lutions. Secretary Knox applied this 
principie nore drastically in Nicaragua 
than the present administration has ap- 
plied it in Mexico. 

Mr. Knox seems to be the last person 
who can consistently attack President 
Wilson's Mexican policy. His own reo- 
ord is in the way. ‘

HOUSTON TELLS HOW TO 
SOLVE MEAT PROBLEM 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2%.—Secretary Houston 
of the Department of Agriculture, ad- 
dressing the convention of the National 
Dairy Show Association, today outlined 
the work being done by the Government 
to aid the farmer to increase the na- 
tion’s rapidly diminishing meat supply 
and develop acreage production. He 
said the key to the solution to many 
of the problems of rural life wiN be 
found in some form of concentrated ac- 
tion or co-operation. 

“Some form of organization is as in- 
evitable as it is desirable;’’ he said. 

Secretary Houston said the question 
of meat supply had been considered 
largely in regard to the big ranch and 
the larger animals, but that the largest 
hope lies in three other directions. 

These, he said, are attention to the 
production of larger animals in settled 
farming communities, especially in the 
South, and in attention to hogs and 
poultry, and the eradication of cattle 
ticks and hog cholera.

“Developments in the foreign ex- 
change situation, today, were of ni h 
importance. Sight bills on London, the 
rate for which was falling on mateeden 
so rapidly as to make it difficult to 
keep track of the market, got down by 
noon today to 4.91. That rate compares 
with 4.91% late on Saturday, with 4.95 
last Friday, and with 4.97 a week ago. 
“Today’s rate is by far the lowest 
quoted in this market since the Euro- 
pean war broke out; the previous mini- 
mum being 4.92%, in the middle of Sep- 
tember. What is still more to the point, 
today’s rate is — 2 cents in the 
pound above normal figures. ; 
“While exchange on London was de- 
clining in this manner, the quoted price 
for Berlin exchange continued its real- 
ly sensational movement in our favor. 
A week ago today it stood at 92%, and 
that was more than 1 point below the 
usual gold import level, which is around 
93%. It touched 89 today—a rate which 
on a rough basis of comparison would 
seem to be equivalent to 4.60 for ex- 
change on London. 
“The significance of today’s extraor- 
dinary rate for German exchange may 
be judged from the fact in November, 
1907, when we were selling our export 
goods in any quantity and at any price 
to draw on Europe and relieve our own 
money panic, and when sight sterling 
went to 4.82%, the rate for reichsmarks 
stood at 935%. 
“This notable movement of the mar- 
ket for international exchange, in favor 
of this country, has been in no respect 
a result of operations by the bankers’ 
gold pool. 

p tages agree Buy ye 
‘‘For a week past people touch with 
that market have been aware that the 
pressure of exchange bills against actual 
exports has been rapidly increasing. To 
what extent this was due to the pre- 
vious holding back of drafts against our 
abnormally large wheat exports is a 
matter of conjecture; but the present 
movement bears quite unmistakable 
signs of being caused by large purchases 
we BP wee ge hl shipment of other com- 
ies than grain. 
ein at least a considerable measure 
this buying has represented the urgent 
European demand which our markets 
prematurely reckon ‘on in August, and 
of which in the two disappointing 
months which followed, they had al- 
most abandoned hope. But that is the 
way in which such things usually hap- 
pen. 

“What has bend been overlooked, 
in the despondency of the past eight 
weeks, is that our market has been pay- 
ing in gold for such of our maturing 
obligations in the international security 
market as were really pressing, and that 
we were doing so, in a season of the 
year when normally we should have 
been importing large amounts of gold. 

‘The se of our cotton exports 
had at least been subjected to discus- 
sion that elicited proposals which, if 
successful, would have brought partial 
solution of the dilemma. 

“Today's news from Washington 
fixed a date only three weeks off for 
the establishment of the regional 
central banks, with the very large re- 
lease of reserve money for other pur- 
poses which should then ensue. 

“The foreign exchange market has 
plainly recognized these factors in the 
situation, but it has also, and perhaps 
more distinctly, recognized that we 
may have been as far astray in our 
recent pessimism over our interna- 
tional situation, as we were in our 
jubilation during August, over our 
new opportunities in the export trade. 

“Quite aside from the question of 
new fields for our exported merchan- 
dise, the exchange market is presum- 
ably showing a more or less belated 
belief in the maxim which was pro- 
foundly impressed upon it during 1907 
—that when the United States is 
forced by urgent need to expand its 
gales to the outside world and cur- 

tail its foreign purchases, something 
happens. 

‘Tt is proverbial, in financial Eu- 
rope, that when "America takes to 
wearing its old clothes, the balance 
of indebtedness swings about pretty 
rapidly. We have yet to see exactly 
how the process will be effected un- 
der the present abnormal circum- 
stances. 

“At present, Europe itself is the 
heavy buyer here, and is not likely on 
the whole to buy less as the war goes
